Ministers Draw Up 
Funeral Standards 


Simple services with emphasis on 
dignity and privacy were recommended 
by a committee of Protestant clergy- 
men appointed by the Denver Ministe- 
rial Alliance to draw up a set of 
standards for funeral procedure. 

The committee’s report, adopted by 
more than 100 ministers, recommended: 


(1) Public viewing of the remains 
be discouraged. Relatives might ar- 
range for a private viewing, if it would 
offer comfort. 

(2) Church, military, and lodge fu- 
nerals should not be intermingled. 

(3) Modest appointments be made 
for the disposal of the corpse. 

(4) No funeral arrangements should 
be made until the officiating minister 
has been consulted. 

The Alliance urged individual 
churches to adopt standards and to 
give them wide dissemination.

Although the St. Paul college is ac- 
tually 64 years old, having been 
founded in 1893, it operated as an 
academy until 1905, when the junior 
college program was_ inaugurated. 
Owned and operated by Synod, Con- 
cordia is a preparatory school for min- 
isters and parochial school teachers. 
Today it is the oldest of the 10 junior 
colleges in Minnesota. 


Concordia College of 
Fort Wayne Closes 


Synod’s oldest preparatory school, 
Concordia Junior College of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., is closing its doors to 
make way for the youngest synodical 
school of higher learning — the Con- 
cordia Senior College, scheduled to open 
in Fort Wayne this fall. 

In connection with the final gradua- 
tion exercises of the junior college on 
May 26, Dr. John W. Behnken, Presi- 
dent of Synod, spoke at the closing 
service. On the basis of a resolution 


passed by the Houston Convention, 


Fort Wayne. 
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Dr. Behnken in the name of Synod 
Officially closed the institution. 

Originally located in Perry County, 
Mo., more than 117 years ago, the 
school was re-established in St. Louis, 
where it operated for 11 years. In 1861 
the school was transferred to Fort 
Wayne, when the entire Concordia 
faculty and student body made the trip 
on a special coach of the Wabash 
Railroad. 

Before the preparatory school could 
move to the Fort Wayne campus, space 
had to be provided by vacating the cam- 
pus. At that time three separate and 
distinct educational institutions existed 
on the campus. The oldest, a practical 
seminary founded in 1846, is now Con- 
cordia Seminary, Springfield, Ill. The 
second was a teachers’ seminary, now 
at River Forest, Ill. The third, known 
as the English Academy, ceased to 
exist when Concordia moved to Fort 
Wayne. 

The first college building used at 
Concordia, Fort Wayne, in 1861 still 
stands. It last housed the bookstore 
and business offices. 

By 1872 the campus assumed its 
maximum size of approximately 27 
acres. Hanser Hall was erected in 1869 
to 1870. Schick Hall — a classroom, 
chapel, and library structure — was 
erected in 1905. The two dormitories 
for men, Sihler Hall and Crull Hall, 
were added in the ’20’s. Since 1950, 
two faculty residences were converted 
into women’s dormitories. 

Ten presidents have served the col- 
lege since it moved to Fort Wayne: 
G. Alexander Saxer, 1858—72 (after 
his resignation, while engaged in the 
cigar-making business in New York 
City, he disappeared without a trace); 
C.- J. Otto Hanser, 1872—79; J. F. 
Zucker, 1879—81; Rudolph A. Bischoff, 
1881—86; Andrew Baepler, 1888—94; 
Joseph Schmidt, 1894—1903; Martin 
L. Luecke, 1903—26; William Burhop, 
1926—37 (during his presidency the 
Concordia High School was started); 
Dr. Ottomar Krueger, 1937—45; and 
Herbert G. Bredemeier, 1945—S57. 

Dr. Krueger, President of the Central 
District, spoke at the closing baccalau- 
reate services.

Synodical Official Hits 
Presbyterian’s Objection 
To Parochial Schools 


Dr. Arthur L. Miller, Executive Sec- 
retary of Synod’s Board for Parish 
Education, took issue with three ob- 
jections voiced by Dr. Ganse Little, 
president of the Presbyterian (U.S. A.) 
Board of Christian Education. Dr. 
Little made the charges before the 
body’s General Assembly in Omaha. 

Dr. Little charged: (1) that paro- 
chial schools result in the withdrawal 
of sources of Christian influence from 
the public school; (2) that they are 
based on an educational theory em- 
phasizing indoctrination; and (3) that 
they have not given evidence of supe- 
rior academic achievement and ethical 
outcomes. None of these assertions, 
Dr. Miller stated, is valid, 
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More than a century of Synod’s 
parochial schoo] experience has given 
no evidence of withdrawing Christian 
influence from the public school, he 
said. 

Groups maintaining parochial schools 
have large segments in the public 
schools as pupils, teachers, and ad- 
ministrators, he emphasized. 

Dr. Miller deplored the Presbyterian 
official’s use of the term brainwashing 
as applied to indoctrination in paro- 
chial schools. 

“Indoctrination is the instruction of 
the individual in doctrine and prin- 
ciple. From this point of view, indoc- 
trination takes place . . . also in the 
public school. Indoctrination . . . is 
the serious attempt to provide guidance 
and direction and to give a sound basis 
for logical thought and action. 

“Proper Christian indoctrination does 
not stifle free inquiry; instead it helps 
people to understand and use the ac- 
cumulated wisdom of the ages and to 
act in harmony with that wisdom.” 

Dr. Miller stated there is no evidence 
for the assertion that parochial schools 
do not exhibit superiority either in 
academic achievement or ethical be- 
havior. 

“Public school principals have gen- 
erally spoken favorably of the academic 
achievements of parochial school grad- 
uates. 

“Many denominational schools both 
on the elementary and secondary level 
are academicaly superior,” Dr. Miller 
continued. 

Although not established to provide 
a superior academic training for their 
pupils, parochial schools “are estab- 
lished to provide the opportunity to 
apply the Christiam world view to the 
entire school program.” 

As to the ethical outcome of the in- 
struction in parochial schools, Dr. Mil- 
ler said: “We firmly believe that the 
diligent teaching of God’s Word does 
have a moral effect on the child.” 

“To be consistent,” the Lutheran 


‘educator said, “Dr. Little should bewail 


the fact that church-related colleges 
withdraw Christian influences from the 
colleges of the nation. The academic 
and spiritual atmosphere which Dr. 
Little sees as appropriate at the college 
level is just as appropriate at the ele- 
mentary and secondary level. 

“The Presbyterian Church has every 
right to decide not to promote paro- 
chial schools. Those church bodies and 
congregations, however, that maintain 
parochial schools merit better under- 
standing than is evidenced in the Pres- 
byterian report.”

Two pastors, Edward H. Buchheimer 
of the Church of Our Saviour and 
Edwin E. Pieplow of Christ Church, 
discussed the possibility of reopening 
Bethel for the neighborhood. They 
were encouraged by the mission boards 
of Synod and of the Michigan District. 


Vicar Robert Raedeke of Riverside 
Church agreed to help with services and 
to visit prospects. 

Circulars inviting people to Bethel 
were distributed in the neighborhood, 
which is largely Polish and Negro and 
which houses many unchurched fam- 
ilies. 

On the Sunday before Christmas the 
bells of Bethel rang out again, calling 
the community to worship the new-born 
Savior and King. 


To attract the community, it was nec- 
essary to do more than ring the church 
bells. Some telephones had to be rung, 
too. Since 96 per cent of the homes 
had telephones, a woman was employed 
to make a_ block-by-block telephone 
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canvass. She made 3,000 phone calls, 
listed the prospects, and classified them. 

The next step was to ring doorbells. 
Twenty-two Detroit pastors helped in 
following up these prospects. Two 
weeks later 50 laymen organized into 
follow-up teams. The picture shows the 
immediate results of their work. 

On Mother’s Day, 22 children and 
adults were baptized. The average 
church attendance last month was 40. 
Fifty-six pupils are enrolled in Sunday 
school. 

A six-man vestry — three from the 
Church of Our Saviour and three from 
Christ Church — supervise Bethel’s 
services. Laymen from both churches 
have painted the church and the par- 
sonage. 

The beautiful organ chimes ring at 
the close of every service. 

All the bells are ringing again. They 
are ringing out a triumph of the Word 


_ of God, of the Holy Spirit, and of faith. 


They ring out the same peals of joy 
and promise once sounded in Michigan 
by church bells in the forest. 
They are ringing with hope for other 
inner-city churches across the land.

He bought and redeemed the child with His blood. He 
is the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world, which includes the sinful nature of the child. 
Question 7 simply asks whether the child shall continue 
to belong to Him to whom he already belongs. 

Civil life furnishes an analogy. If a child’s guardian 
after complying with the requirements of the law makes 
a contract involving the property of the child, that con- 
tract is valid and cannot later be broken by the child 
when he becomes of age. 

The pledge through guardians or sponsors is uni- 
versally recognized. 

The act of the sponsors does not abridge the child’s 
freedom of later action. The pledge is a pledge to do 
what is right and to reject what is wrong. On the issue 
of right and wrong no man has moral freedom to do 
wrong. Hence when the child grows up to be an adult, 
he does not have the moral right to repudiate the pledge 
of Baptism and to reject Jesus. 

Here, too, civil life furnishes an analogy. No citizen 
is legally free to plan an illegal action. If a person is 
found guilty of planning to commit a murder, he will 
be confined by the state authorities so that he cannot 
commit the evil deed. 

The pledge through sponsors is entirely ethical. 

In fact, the person who questions the propriety of 
the pledge through sponsors can do so only if he is ready 
to defend the proposition that the child when grown has 
as much right to reject Jesus as to accept Jesus. Only 
Satan would defend that proposition. The very thought 
fills a Christian with horror. 

The pledge by and through sponsors is ethical and 
proper. No Christian has occasion to feel uneasy about 
the part sponsors play in Baptism. 


8. Have we reason to believe that the child will 
be able to keep the promise, or are we asking 
more than the child can later on do? 


The answer lies in the Bible assurances: Baptism 
doth also now save us. The washing of regeneration and 
renewing of the Holy Ghost. The word renewing means 
that the process goes on steadily and is not done just 
once. From day to day, from minute to minute, Baptism 
brings to a believer the renewing work of the Holy Ghost. 
Baptism gives the power to keep the baptismal vow. 


9. Isn’t Baptism a priceless blessing? 


There is nothing more precious than Baptism. A great 
theologian once remarked, “My private absolution is my 
Baptism.” 

He who withholds or thwarts the Baptism of children, 
like the Pharisees and scribes of Christ’s day, rejects the 
counsel of God. To deny Baptism means to embezzle 
a person’s (young or old) spiritual inheritance. 

The law deals sternly with a guardian who cheats 
a helpless child out of his earthly inheritance. 

Can there be any doubt that God will deal even 
more sternly with the person who cheats a helpless child 
out of his eternal inheritance? 

Never delay the Baptism of a child. 

Prize your own Baptism. Remember the date. Think 
of it daily. In your Baptism God made a permanent 
covenant with you — a covenant of grace which He will 
never break.

The Best Tranquilizer 


Calmness, relaxation, and peace of mind are 
the fruits of an “amazing new formula” for re- 
lieving people from “the great American malady 
— nervous tension,” according to the manufac- 
turer of a new tranquilizing aid. 

But physicians, who hail tranquilizing drugs as 
a boon in treating mental sickness, warn of their 
indiscriminate use. Misuse of these drugs simply 
to ease anxiety in otherwise normal individuals 
can result in danger to physical and emotional 
health, say Herman A. Dickel, M. D., and Henry 
H. Dixon, M. D., in the February 1957 Journal 
of the American Medical Association. 

A U.S. Army order grounds for a month Army 
pilots who have taken “any of the newer, mood- 
ameliorating tranquilizing drugs” because these 
drugs interfere “with the individual’s ability to 
react, to co-ordinate, to use good judgment... . 


,oose Leaves 


There is a reduction of the normal protective 
anxieties as well as those of an undesirable na- 
ture.” (Newsweek, May 6, 1957) 

A man who had taken a heavy tranquilizer 
dosage for 30 days suddenly stopped taking the 
pills and went into convulsions for ten hours, the 
magazine also reported. 

The Christian knows that he must face life 
with all its tensions and problems if he would 
enjoy mental health. He does not seek forget- 
fulness or numbness to bridge crises; he turns to 
the heavenly Physician for refuge and strength. 

The mentally healthy person finds that the best 
tranquilizer is a heart of faith in the Lord Jesus 
and a life of godliness motivated by love. 

“Peace I leave with you,” said the Healer of 
souls, “My peace I give unto you; not as the 
world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid.” 


Evangelists 


While Dr. Billy Graham deserves his fame, 
the honors heaped upon him should not be per- 
mitted to dim appreciation for thousands of less 
famous and less glamorous clergymen who day 
after day are also carrying heavy burdens for 
the cause of religion. These are the ministers 
and priests who rarely get their names in big 
newspapers and who never in their lives are likely 
to preach before a large congregation. 

Their evangelistic campaign runs continuously, 
although they usually don’t call it a revival. 
Sometimes they have to work for months or years 
to make one man a convert. Some of their best 
work is done outside the churches — at the bed- 
side of the sick and dying, in the homes of parish- 
ioners who are in trouble, in the jails and other 
institutions for unfortunate people. Often they 
are obliged to work with meager equipment and 
unreliable lay helpers. Always the job is too 
big for them — too big for anyone. 

These unsung evangelists are not organized 
into a union, and their pay scales, by labor-union 
standards, are shockingly low. Yet somehow they 
remain cheerful, and each year more young men 
join their ranks, knowing that neither fame nor 
fortune will ever come to them. Long after Dr. 
Graham and other famous personalities of the 
religious world have left the front pages, an army 
of faithful parish ministers and priests will still 
be carrying on the Lord’s work. — Chicago Daily 
Tribune, May 20, 1957.

New Situation in the “Inner City”

Evidently some folks labor under the impression that I have 
the authority and the power to effect a union of all Lutherans. 
Some letters that come to me contain exhortations and even de- 
mands for union. A recent example: 

“UNITE with ALL the Lutheran Synods into One Lutheran 
Church. . . . Unite in August. . .. Do your DUTY. Unite them. 
Be of the Christ spirit, and in that spirit unite.” 

Other letters bring accusations either against me or against 
our Synod — one letter also includes the Wisconsin Synod — that 
we are responsible for the lack of union among Lutherans. 

The assembly of the Lutheran World Federation, to be held 
in Minneapolis, Minn., from August 15 to 25, will bring together 
representatives from all parts of the world. This meeting un- 
doubtedly prompts some people to entertain and to express their 
opinions to me. The coming assembly brings into focus all the 
more sharply that our Synod is not a member of the LWF. 

A former issue of the LUTHERAN WITNESS stated that we have 
appointed 15 men, pastors, professors, and laymen, to attend the 
convention as Official visitors. We had official visitors at the 
Hanover, Germany, Assembly in 1952. 

Official visitors may attend all plenary sessions, but have 
neither voice nor vote. They may, however, attend any of the 
many sectional meetings, where they will be given opportunity 
to speak, though not to vote. These sectional meetings, especially 
the theological section, afford our group opportunity to bear 
witness. 

Given the floor at Hanover, we clearly proclaimed that the 
Bible is the inspired written Word. As God grants us opportunity, 
we shall bear witness on vital issues at Minneapolis. 

But why is our Synod not a member of the LWF? If we held 
membership, would we not be in a much better position to “exert 
a wholesome influence on Lutheranism throughout the world”? 
Is the LWF an organization which we may join without violating 
Scriptural principles? 

Undoubtedly many of our people are asking these or similar 
questions. Every one of us is interested. If membership is per- 
missible according to God’s Word, we surely would want to join. 
If membership is not permissible, we would not want to seek it. 

In forthcoming articles we shall discuss this subject. The 
people of our church certainly are entitled to know. We shall 
strive to be truly objective. We shall bring facts and evaluate 
them. In doing so we must be frank and firm, but also considerate 
and evangelical. Above all, we must remain loyal to God’s Word 
and our Lutheran Confessions.

INSTALLATIONS 


When a Lutheran pastor Officiates, 
he reads from a book called The Lu- 
theran Agenda. Agenda means “things 
to be done.” The book contains the 
orders for public worship, weddings, 
burials, and all other official acts of the 
church. Among them are installation 
ceremonies for congregational and syn- 
odical (joint congregational) officers. 


The installation of a pastor in a con- 
gregation which has called him is the 
first installation order in the Agenda. 
The placement is not accidental, for the 
congregation charges him with the over- 
all responsibility for the public ministry 
in the congregation. 


Although members of a Christian 
congregation are royal priests in charge 
of the means of grace (the Word and 
the Sacraments), Christ wants these 
means administered in a decent and 
orderly fashion. Administration is not 
possible except through an office. The 
office that administers the means of 
grace is the ministry, and the pastor 
functions in behalf of the congregation. 


The installation order speaks of the 
minister as “the ambassador for Christ,” 
“the overseer,’ and “the shepherd” 
(pastor). His duties are to feed the 
whole flock, to teach the truth, to re- 
fute error, and to dispense the grace of 
God. In the early church, ministers 
were called “bishops” (overseers). 


Other offices soon developed in the 
church. Even in the time of the apostles 
an important office was established — 
the office of elder, or deacon. Today the 
office corresponds to membership in the 
church council, or vestry. These officers 
too are installed, usually on a Sunday 
following their election. 


How it came about that laymen 
served alongside the apostles is told in 
the Book of Acts. A number of Chris- 
tians in Jerusalem complained about the 
distribution of support for the poor in 
the congregation. 


Not having the time to investigate all 
cases of need, the apostles called a con- 
gregational meeting and said: “It is not 
reason that we should leave the Word 
of God and serve tables. Wherefore, 
brethren, look ye out among you seven 
men of honest report, full of the Holy 
Ghost and wisdom, whom we may ap- 
point over this business.” Seven men 
were elected. 
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This action of the apostles follo 
the pattern of elders, or rulers, in t 
Jewish synagog. Call them elders 
deacons; they were the forerunners 
today’s church council and all cong 
gational committees. 


The office of elder is an auxilia 
office to the ministry. Elders are ass 
tants to the pastor in everything that h 
bearing upon the welfare of the congr 
gation. Congregations usually speci 
in their constitutions which functior 
are to be performed by the chure 
council or by other committees and i 
dividuals. 


Lutheran congregations also insta 
the called, professionally trained mall 
teachers of the parish schools. Thes{ 
men serve on a full-time basis in thé 
program of religious education. In 
addition to their heavy responsibility 
as instructors of the children, the 
called teachers frequently work witl 
the youth, direct church music, andl 
perform other religious functions as 
signed by the congregation, in co- 
operation with the pastor, who is the 
chief shepherd of the whole flock. | 


Some congregations induct women 
teachers and Sunday school teachers 
and officers; they, too, assist the pastor 
in instructing the children. 


The Agenda also contains orders for 
the installation of synodical officers, 
whose posts are created when congre 
gations band together for joint work. 
Professors are synodical officers who 
train pastors and teachers according 
to the example of Jesus, who taught His 
disciples three years before He sent 
them out. Missionaries are synodical 
officers, commissioned to serve as evan: 
gelists. 

In the installation ceremonies the 
called workers pledge themselves to the 
Scriptures, to the Creeds of Christianity, 
and to the Lutheran Confessions. Those 
who assume their duties promise to ful- 
fill them by the grace of God. 


No office in the church is a ruling 
office, for the Lord Jesus alone rules 
the church.

| uses (Heb. 12:5-11). It should be 
ed on with love and good judg- 
t, with moderation and fairness. To 
mean, arbitrary, inconsistent, un- 
ynable, and cruel will only embitter 
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the children and fill them with resent- 
ment and anger, even hatred. 

All this is not to say that parents 
must not employ punishment, corporal 
or otherwise, when the misdeed and 
the attitude of children call for it. The 
Lord sanctions judicious use of punish- 
ment’ (Prov. 13:24 19:18; 22:6, 15; 
23:13). But “the apple should lie near 
the rod,” as Luther once put it. For 
such training the children will later rise 
up and call their parents blessed. 

To be sure, parents who fail to dis- 
cipline and instruct their children may 
err from the faith and call down God's 
wrath upon themselves, as the case 
of Eli and his sons clearly reveals 
(1 Sam. 3:1-14). For such neglect par- 
ents will have to render an account. 


Question: Why do you always refer 
to 1 Cor. 7:15 as God’s Word when 
you know that it was St. Paul’s opin- 
ion and not the Lord who wrote these 
words? And it is such a dark place 
and hard to understand what he 
means by “bondage.” 


Answer: Even though St. Paul writes 
in verse 12: “But to the rest speak 
I, not the Lord,” his opinion, or advice, 
is still the Word of God. He is not 
saying that some of His writings are not 
inspired, while others are inspired; but 
he is saying that in some cases (as in 
verses 10 and 11) the Lord revealed 
definite commandments which bind 
men’s conscience, while in some (vv. 6, 
12) the Holy Spirit merely gave him 
inspired advice, which does not bind 
men’s consciences. Do you really con- 
sider it proper to believe that this chap- 
ter is partly God’s Word and partly 
man’s word? Read 1 Cor. 2:12, 13. ~ 

Furthermore, what is so dark about 
the words: “A brother or a sister is not 
under bondage in such cases”? It 
simply means that the deserted spouse 
is free to marry someone else if the 
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deserter stubbornly refuses to come 
back, just as he has that freedom or 
privilege if his spouse has died. (Rom. 
9:2, 3; Core 259) 

According to Matt. 19:6 every di- 
vorce involves sin and as a church we 
should try to keep every married couple 
together, but we do not have the right 
to forbid a legal divorce to a spouse 
whose partner has become guilty of 
fornication or malicious desertion. 
What God permits, we dare not forbid. 


Question: Do Lutheran church 
schools and colleges employ teachers 
who are trained in other institutions 
for teachers, or do they have to be 
educated in Lutheran colleges? Do 
they have to be Lutherans by faith 
also? If a Lutheran has his teacher’s 
degree from a state college, could he 
teach in a Lutheran high school? 


Answer: The Handbook of our Synod 
does not require that professors at 
Synod’s educational institutions and 
teachers in our elementary and second- 
ary schools be graduates of our own 
colleges or seminaries, but it provides 
that these instructors be solemnly 
pledged to the Holy Scriptures and the 
Lutheran Confessions (pars. 4.21 and 
4.23). Accordingly, those who do not 
receive their training in Synod’s institu- 
tions or the institutions of affiliated 
bodies must submit to an examination 
of character, general fitness, profes- 
sional training, and doctrinal position 
(pars. 4.75 and 4.81). Whoever meets 
the requirements is qualified to teach 
in a Lutheran high school or in second- 
ary schools of Synod. Quite naturally 
the qualifications differ with respect to 
the various positions. One can become 
a professor or associate professor only 
if one is properly nominated and called. 
Assistant professors and instructors are 
employed by the Boards of Control for 
two- or four-year terms. O. E. SOHN

COMMITTEE OF TWO 


The English Missouri Synod faculty 
of Concordia College, Conover, N.C., 
served as the WITNESS editorial com- 
mittee from 1895 to 1912. (The college 
was founded by Rev. P. C. Henkel of 
the Tennessee Lutheran Synod.) Prof. 
W. H. T. Dau, president of the school, 
was editor in chief until 1899. 

Other members of the staff were: 
Prof. George A. Romoser, who be- 
came editor in chief in 1899, continu- 
ing in that capacity during his ministry 
in Cleveland, 1912—14; Prof. Louis 
B. Buchheimer, 1895—96; Prof. Carl 
A. Weiss, 1896—1914; Prof. George 
Hy A. -Luecke,” 1896—19125 Prot. 
Henry B. Hemmeter, 1902—07; and 
Prof. Adoif T. Haentzschel, 1907—12. 

Professor Romoser, who later be- 
came president of Concordia Collegiate 
Institute, Bronxville, N. Y., was asso- 
ciated with the WITNEss 19 years; Pro- 
fessor Weiss served 18 years. 

The Conover editorial committee re- 
ported in 1911: “Great difficulty has 
been experienced in getting manuscripts 
from the pastors, with a few laudable 
exceptions. It is a matter of regret that 
news items from our own congregations 
were not sent in more frequently and 
more generally.” 

After the WITNEss became the Eng- 
lish voice of the Missouri Synod, a com- 
mittee was appointed to study the new 
procedure: Pastors P. Brand, J. H. C. 
Fritz, and H. P. Eckhardt; and Dr. 
F. Pfotenhauer, President of Synod. 

The committee selected an editorial 
staff of four, who were to serve from 
January 1912 until the 1914 synodical 
convention. Two former editors, Ro- 
moser and Weiss, were reappointed. 
The committee added two new asso- 
ciate editors: Rev. William Broecker, 
pastor of the first German Lutheran 
congregation in Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
Rev. Guido Schuessler, pastor of Re- 
deemer Church, Chicago. 

It was reported that the members of 
the staff consented to serve, although 
“they did so reluctantly.” Their aim 
was “to make the WITNEss what it 
ought to be, in fact as well as in name, 
the English organ of the entire Synod 
of Missouri.” 

All matters for publication passed 
through the hands of the editor in chief. 
The editorial work was divided in such 
a way, the WITNESS stated, “that each 
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editor will do a material part of the 
work, thereby making the chief editor’s 
burden as light as possible.” 

During this transitional period the 
WITNEss had almost 3,000 subscribers. 
That figure doubled in 1914 and soared 
to 11,000 the following year. 

At its convention in 1914 the Mis- 
souri Synod voted to increase the WIT- 
NESS to 16 pages and to make it similar 
to the Lutheraner in content. 


Editor Romoser 


“An editorial committee of two shall 
take charge,” the resolution stated, “one 
man to be a member of the faculty at 
St. Louis, the other a member of the 
English District residing in St. Louis. 

“The faculty at St. Louis shall select 
the final member of the editorial com- 
mittee from their midst; President [Mar- 
tin S.] Sommer shall be the second 
member.

The present edi- 
torial committee will kindly continue in 
office until a new committee is ready to 
act. And the WITNESS is not to accept 
paid advertisements.”

With the WitNEss of July 14, 1914, 
Martin S. Sommer and ‘Theodore 
Graebner assumed their new duties as 
the “editorial committee of two.” And 
so began the longest editorial partner- 
ship in American Lutheran journalism.

League to Host

From Overseas 


Thirteen young Lutherans from Eu- 
rope, Australia, and South America will 
be the guests of the Walther League 
from mid-June to September. The 
young people, ranging in age from 18 
to the late 20’s, will spend ten .weeks 
in the U.S. and Canada, visiting con- 
gregations, Walther League societies, 
Lutheran homes, zone rallies, district 
conventions, summer camps, and LSV 
schools. 

The overseas visitors are part of 
a 65-member delegation coming to 
Minneapolis under the auspices of the 
Lutheran World Federation in connec- 
tion with its Third Assembly, August 
T5gto.25: 

For ten days prior to the sessions 
these guests will. join 65 young Lu- 
therans of America in a Pre-Assembly 
Youth Conference at Onamia, Minn. 
Thirteen Walther Leaguers will attend 
the conference. 

The League is participating in this 
project by invitation of the All- 
Lutheran Youth Leaders Council and 
with the approval of Synod’s Board for 
Young People’s Work and the Board 
of Directors, which has made an allo- 
cation to help defray the costs. 

Thirty-three League districts have 
asked to serve as hosts to the visitors, 
who will be divided into traveling teams 
of two or three, each from a different 
country. The Walther League staff, 
which has planned the itineraries, will 
help give the overseas youth a picture 
of Missouri Synod youth in action. 

Among the young visitors is a play- 
wright whose first play has been pro- 
duced by the Royal Danish Theater in 
Copenhagen.

The Missionary Hospice Committee 
of the LWML aids and befriends mis- 
sionaries and their families en route to 
foreign fields or on the way home. 

Six hospice committees are active in 
the port cities of the Atlantic, Cali- 
fornia-Nevada, Florida-Georgia, Louisi- 
ana, Oregon, and Washington districts. 

Advised by synodical mission boards 
when a missionary will travel through 
a port city, the local committee ar- 
ranges for the shipping of freight and 
baggage, for lodging and meals, and 
for sight-seeing and visiting. 

Members of the committee often help 
a missionary with the family laundry. 
He also receives a gift of money to be 
used for tips. 

Mrs. F. H. Bosse of North Bergen, 
N. J., chairman of the LWML Hospice 
Committee, reports that last year 
Synod’s missionaries in foreign fields 
received magazines through the com- 
mittee. The generous response of 
League members to this new service, 
for which the missionaries are grateful, 
almost created a full-time job for 
Mrs. Bosse.
